Jacksonville, Fla., April 23.—According 


to a private dispatch received by The 
Times-Union and Citizen, the first naval 
battle of the war took place opposite 
Boynton, about 25 miles south of Palm 
Beach, at 10 o'clock Friday. George 
Lyman. a reliable man. and several oth- 
ers who were fishing in Lake Worth, 
which Is separated from the < "an by a 
narrow strip of land, heard heavy firing 
and ran to the beach. They repo ed to 
the railroad agent and postmaster at 
Lantana that a United States monitor 
was chasing and firing upon a Spanish 
man-of-war or gunboat convoying a 
coal or transport ship.. The Spaniard 
replied shot for shot. All the ships were 
ti aveling with a bone In their teeth. 
The 


men aa.y they watched the battle for an 
hour, or until only the smoke from the 
funnels was visible on the 
southern 


horizon, in which dliectlon they were 
traveling.

A special dispatch from Lantana says: 


"An eye-witness has just arrived from 
Uoynton and reports a supposed trans- 
port vessel southward-bound Kuardtid 
by a man-of-war pursued by a monitor 
keeping up a heavy running fire." 


A Spanish mall steamer was captured 


10 miles off Havana after an exciting 
chase. 
Many shots were tired after her. 


Bhe was finally overtaken by the New 
York and made a prize. 
Several cruis- 


ers Joined In pursuit and firing, but wera 
careful not to hit her. 


No damage Is known to have been done.

Car- 
denas, which has been a conspicuous 
sugar shipping port, and the important 
haven of Cabanas, just beyond the Pinar 
del Rio trocha. and a point of strategic 
value for land attack upon the capital. 
I'-ahia Honda. Matanza» and CardPijas 
all have railway connections with the 
interior. Only one point on the southern 
coast of Cuba i.s yet included in 
the 


blockade—and that 13 Cienfuegos, in the 
ptovince of Santa Clara, the outlet of a 
rich sugar growing region where Arnerl- 
lan citizens have extensive Interests. 
Cienf uettos has a capacious harbor, rail- 
way connections with the long trunk 
line running from east to west of Cuba, 
and a population of 66.000. It is the third 
Cuban seaport in Importance. 


The foreign representatives are be- 


ginning to fetl much uneasiness over 
the situation of foreign subjects resid- 
ing in Havana and other points covered 
by the blockad*. 
So long as the block- 


ade Is peaceful the foreigners are not 
likely to suffer, but in case of a bombard- 
ment they might be put In jeopardy 
along with the native population, unless 
ample time were given them to with- 
draw. 
There Is no doubt that this gov- 


ernment would give ample time for for- 
elif ners to withdraw, and in case of non- 


< nmbatants It Is usual to give at least 
il hours' notice of a bombardment; but 
there might be serious difficulty in the 
way of »uch a notice, in case the Span- 
ish forts open fire on American ships. 


The limitation of the blockade In Cuba 


to a certain part of the island was not 
officially explained, but one plausible 
reason advanced for the government's 
action was that by refraining from es- 
tablishing a blockade over the eastern 
portion of the island now understood 
to be practically in the control of the 
innurgenls, the way has been left open 
freely to receive all needed supplies and 
munitions of war.

Proclamation of a Blockade of Cuban 


Ports Issued Yesterday. 


Washington. April 23.—Two further 


steps In Washington towards actual 
hostilities were taken yesterday, not to 
mention the overt act Involved in the 
seizure off Key West by the Nashville 
of the Spanish vessel Buena Ventura, 
which was bound to Rotterdam. The 
first was the Issue by the president of 
his proclamation announcing . to 
the 


world a blockade of a number of Cuban 
ports, and the sacond was the signing 
by him of the bill providing for 
the 


utilization of tins volunteer forces In war. 
Then in addition there was a notable 
retirement from the navy department 
in the case of Captain R. B. Bradford, 
chief of the equipment division. Al- 
though he h»is not held his present office 
long; and by custom Is entitled to nearly 
three years of further service here, he 
has become impatient to join In active 
lervice. 


Following up the formalities begin- 


ning with the blockade proclamation, 
the state department addressed 
an 


identical note to all of the representa- 
tives of the foreign nations accredited 
to Washington, notifying: them of the 
policy to be pursued by this government 
In the matter of pri\ateering and neu- 
trality. This was followed by the send- 
ing of cable messages to all American 
embassies and legations abroad contain- 
ing the same Information in n little more 
succinct form for presentation to the 
governments to which they are accredit- 
ed. The statement was precisely simi- 
lar in terms to that telegraphed last 
Wednesday, and Its formal adopt).in by 
the government as the line of poluy to 
b* pursued was not prevented by the 
criticism passed upon it In the senate by 
Mr. Money of Mississippi. The officials 
are not disturbed at the semi-official 
notlca frgm Madrid that Spam will re- 
fuie to be bound by the same principles 
and forbid privateering, for they are 
satisfied that the commercial powers will 
not tplerate the practice of privateering 
under the Spanish flag. Inasmuch as 
there exists a great amount of misap- 
prehension, not only among foreign coun- 
tries, but also among American ship- 
pars, as to the character of merchan- 
dise that is contraband and liable to 
seizure during the progress of the war, 
the following unofficial but authentic 
statement has been obtained from a high

this action the department will "jump" 
Captain Sampson, who stands third in 
the Hat of captains, not only over the 
two captains preceding him, but over 
the 10 comirfbdores of the next grade 
above and below that of rear admiral. 
It is explained, however, that the ap- 
pointment being only temporary, the 
superior officers will lose nothing by this, 
for when he relinquishes the command 
ot the squadron Rear Admiral Sampson 
will again become Captain Sampson and 
retain his number In the register.
